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within the county where the offence was committed, (or to which it
may be attached for judicial purposes,) it shall ha competent for the
eourt before which said conviction was had, to commit the offender to
the nearest jail in any other county, or either of the forts of this Ter-
ritory, with the permission of the commanding officer thercof ; and it
is hereby made the duty of the keeper of such jail to receive the pri-
soner so committed, and in all respects to proceed with him as il he
had been committed by the proper authorities of the county in which
such jail is sitysted : Provided, That in all cases of conviction under
this act, when the person convicted is confined in the jail of any other
county, the county in which such offence shall have been committed
shall pay ell expenses arising from said confinement.

Skc. 3. All sheriffs, constables, and justices of the peace within
this Territory sre, under the penalty of forfeiting their respective
offices, required t¢ make complaints of such viclation of the provisions
of this act as come within their knowledge, and the judges of the seve-
ral district courts in the Territory are hercby required to give this act
in special charge to the grand juries of the several countics in their
district, .

Sec. 4. The testimony of any Indian or Indians is hereby de-
clared to be admissible in any action brought for a violation of the
provisions of this act.

Sec. 5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with tho provisions
of this act are hereby repealed.

Sgc. 6. Thig act shall take effect from and after its passage.
